zation into disorder. There-may be 
certain'conditions of. the system that 
the use of whisky or other stimulant 
in small quantities would be prac- 
tical, cr advantageous, but even then 
something less injurious might be 
used with good effect. 
The constant 


use of liquors are injurious, even 
when used in small quantities. 
The 


man who takes his periodical drunks 
does great injury to himself, as it 
-will take from three to six months to 
.fully recover from a single drunken 
debauch. Habitual drinking causes 
a disordered liver. 
Tobacco, 
both 


chewing and smoking, are injurious— 
probably chewing the more so. Of 
Ihe two, either effect the heart more 
or less. Tea and coffee are stimu- 
lants and not a food. Both are pois- 
wnous and more or less injurious to 
tibe human system. All stimulants

Experience has time 


and again shown the incapacity of a hetcr- 
.;ogeneous team. Perhaps the most etrik- 
ing example o£ a misfit four today is that 


•;«f the Brooklyn Whist club. In this or- 


ganization there are as fine players as any- 
where else in the world, but they do not 
"get together." The strict long suit elo- 


: ment might supply a powerful team all by 
-itself, -but for the liberal or "common 


•ense" element,'which will not bo ignored. 
The liberal influence is not sufficient, on 


• ''. the other hand, to secure a team entirely 


: after its own.heart. Compromise is the 
•inevitable result—a compromise team, 
compromise methods and success that is 
compromising. 
I do not mean this for 


'criticism, but merely as n statement of un- 


• fortunate facts. Every member ol a Brook- 
•lyn \Vhist club toum for a year or two has 
teen a thorough expert, but no two mem- 
bers have been quite agreed as to the best, 
style of game to play. They have all had 


:.<to surrender some of their convictions, and 
have consequently been unsiblo—hard und 
conscientiously as • they have tried—to 


• throw -their souls into their work. The 


. team has lacked amalgamation, and on 
1 this account unquestionably, rather than 
:':'•any other, has failed to achieve those re- 
':;'iralts which ought to bo expected from tho 


representatives of a big metropolitan club. 


' I might adduce another example, from 


material nearer homo, of tho ill effects of 
•heterogeneity in team play. I refer to thu 
American Whist club of Boston. Its '' big 
four" have won Eome notable victories, 
, in this respect certainly surpassing tho 
Brooklyn team, but still they have not ac- 
complished nearly so much as tho star rep- 
resentatives of the strongest New England 
whist organization might have accom- 
plished under more favorable circum- 
stances. Two members of the American 
Whist club team are "liberals," do not 
relish the hard and fast routine demanded 
ty their captain and feel that their wings 
are clipped thereby. They can play their 
team game well, but know they can play 
a different game better, and consequently 
their work is not enthusiastic nor alto- 
gether hearty. Obedient and ablo soldiers, 
they are not in sympathy with their coin- 
mandor. 


Jfow, to get down to tho positive side 


of fcho question, what ia necessary above 
everything else for efficient team work at 
whist is unanimity of scntimont among 
the members. Of course tho players musb 
possess ability. That goes without saying. 
I do not propose to go into particulars 
concerning what ability at whist is. It is 
sufficient to mention, among the qualities 
of the successful expert, accuracy, qulck- 
••ness of perception, knowledge of sound 
principle, courage, spirit and physical 
stamina. 
Given thcsu requisites in all the 


members of a, toum, they must then bo in 
accord witli rugiml to Clio theory of the 
gauio Ami fllUid with loyalty and enthu- 
siasm for tho CILUSO they represent. I de- 
plore the practice of players representing 
different clubs; in different league or asso- 
ciation matches. It savors of tho merce- 
nary, who is not so good and reliable 
lighter us the patriot;. 
A match player at 


whist should cherish tho interests of his 
club fni" beyond tho interests of personal 
ambition. At the same time personal am- 
bition cannot be destroyed nnd should not 
bu. Tho personal ambitions of ail tho team 
members should tend in tlio same direc- 
tion nnd bo worked out in tho same man- 
ner. Make up n tcum from men who hope 
to win victories und distinction by means 
of tho strict long suit routine or from 
men whose favorite wmipous are thoso of 
thu liberal game—ono or tho other—bub 
don't try to amalgamate tho t.svoclasses of 
•men, methods and ambitions. 
You can't 


do it. Whist faith is a powerful sentiment. 
In its relatively Insignificant way it is an 
irrepressible as faith political or religious. 
And you cun'c imiku men of different 
faiths strive together, with all their facul- 
ties, heart and soul, toward u common end. 


I can scarcely forbear smiling at my own 


earnestness and seriousness ill this matter; 
whist is so small a thing to bo subjected to 
the rules of moral philosophy. Still, I am 
convinced that what I say is true. 
Thero 


are such things as profound whist convic- 
tions. 
They must bu recognized by clubs 


nnd club captains. A club captain, after 
determining tho amount of material of 
snlticiont ability at lii.s command, should 
Then select ns his team only those men 
whoso whist faith is the same as his own. 
A long suit captain should not attempt to 
bring n short suit player under his disci- 
pline, nor should a. short suit captain hope 
to convert to bis methods a man who be- 
lieves long suitism to be t.ho vock bottom 
principle of the game. 


As an example of tho value of homo- 


geneity in t c n m n u r k I can mention no 
moro successful team than that of tho fa- 
mous Hamilton 
club, wliioh, slightly
